CONCLUDING AnvIcE. 

Having impressed these the broad rudiments 
of the game upon the different members of an 
aspiring team, it behoves their captain to put 
them into the field with a view to. trying their 
strength and as.a preparation for the future, It 
is ndvisable to play at least once. wee’ a foreign 
match or against a scratch local team, so as ta 
give the regimental team constant practice in 
playing together and thereby gaining confidence 
in themselves and each:cther, During the’ 
pame absolute: discipline shovld he enforced, 
and no other n-ember of the team, except the 
captain, should have ‘a word'to say while the 
ball is in play. ‘It is well to inculcate from 
the very beginning a spirit, of calmness and. 
silence into a’ team. The game is in itself 
80 exciting, especially if two teams’ are very 
closely ‘matched, thatthe impitlse of most 
men ts to shout and yell, and make a noise 
without gaining any commensurate advantage 
from doing so, ‘but rather, on the contrary, 
suffering loss of .power, A téim,. too, that 
is habj ually silent and self-contained ‘is not 
likely to let stip those blossoms of speech which 
oftea make a polo-gtound an unvisitable spot for 
the laties of a station.’
